REMARKS 

Applicant is in receipt of the Office Action mailed May 5, 2003. Claims 1-43 
were pending in the application. Claims 1-9 and 24-43 were allowed. Claims 10-23 
were rejected. Applicant respectfully thanks the Examiner for consideration of these 
claims. 

Claim Objections 

Claim 3 was objected to because there are two periods ending the claim. 
Applicant has corrected this typographical error. Claims 14-17 and 19-23 were objected 
to because they should have depended on claim 13 instead of claim 12. Applicant has 
corrected this claim dependency error. 

§101 Rejections 

Claims 10-23 were rejected under §101 because they "simply recite a computer 
readable medium having a computer program which is not executed by a computer 
system." Applicant has amended these claims to recite "a computer readable medium 
comprising a computer program, wherein the computer program is executable by a 
computer." Applicant submits that, as amended, claims 10-23 are directed toward 
statutory subject matter. Thus, Applicant submits that all of the claims are in condition 
for allowance.
